Ifeny thanks for your letter of September 3* 

The Heath Counterfeit Detectors interest me the most, and I think an article 
on them would be most appropriate. I have never seen anything about Heath 
written up arywhore, and have often wondered why. 

Morey Perlmutter wrote me that he would help in such a project to the extent 
of the limited amount of time he could devote to it. I think that trhough a 
co-operative effort a complete compilation of all Heath Detecors could be com¬ 
piled for this project. The others I have in mind are George Nicholson, Brant 
Hughes, and Forrest Daniel, who mi^it be able to contribute something. Morey 
Perlmutter has handled a number of these detectors in his capacity as a dealer, 
and he said that Ralph Goldstone was rather knowledgeable on them too, but time 
is a premium with him, too. I have given some though to contacting Hughes, 

Nicholson, and Daniel to see what they could do. 

I would life to see some biographical and background information abcut Heath 
himself compiled as well, as I think the story would be most interesting. The 
possible sources I had in mind were libraries in Boston and the Historical Soc¬ 
ieties there, and I was thinking that some business records or old manuscripts 
and correspondence would exist somewhere which might be of assistance. The Amer¬ 
ican Bank Note Cofapary would no doubt have some correspondence or something in 
their files, as would possible the Bureau of Engraving, but I don f t know how re¬ 
ceptive they would be towards such a oroject. I have an article which appeared 
in 1968 in THE RAG PICKER, put out by tbs Paper Money Collectors of Michigan, in 
which they discuss the American Bank Note Company, and mentioned a letter from them 
saying that they have had a number of offers to do resdarch by members of the nu¬ 
mismatic fraternity, but their old records are packed away and are quite inaccessable. 

It would appear that there are some old records of the U. S. Secrext Service in The 
rational Archives and I think I'll check into what might be available here. Appar¬ 
ently parents were obtained on some of these Detectors, and I think the Patent" Off ice 
should be checked out too. They need more thati dates to conduct a search of their 
files, and quite possibly they would be together as the Patent Office has a manual 
of Classification and many patents are assembled by subject. Perhaps someone in 
the D. C. area could check this out. I»ve got some other things that require some 
patent research - more for technical and historical purposes than anything, and I 
this this is ene aspect that should not be overlooked. The "Patent Searchers"that 
you see advertised only conduct searches for inventors on prospective inventions, 
as I have checked on this. 
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Just recently I joined The Manuscript Socety, and note that you are on the 
program of October 9 of their annual meeting. I do not know at this time 
Tfhether I Trill be able to attend or not, but I would like to. Our state nu¬ 
mismatic Association Trill hold their convention that weekend in Cedar Rapids, 
so I may attend that instead, 

I don’t consider myself a true autograph collector actual!;/, but with ray 
interest in documents in general and the historical aspects of checks and 
other documents, including currency, I fell I should join, apparently a number 
of their members are research - history oriented, which is not the case in a 
number of instances in numismatics, and I think some of these people could be 
of help in research and location of material. What would you think of an idea 
of putting a notice of information and material wanted relating to Heatti in 
MANUSCRIPTS, their magazine? I think it is possible that something of interest 
might turn up as a result, I note^sveral in the issues of MANUSCRIPTS, and a 
number of these people are doing research or editing correspondence. The auto¬ 
graph field is one that I have long overlooked as a possibility of obtaining 
historical and supporting information for numismatics and other areas of interest. 

If I can’t attend the meeting in St, Louis, I’ll see if a couple of other friends 
in numismatics in St, Louis might want to attend - Ron Horstman and A1 Wick. Ron 
is a SPMC member and quite interested in material from St. Louis and A1 Wick is a 
collector of many things and edits a hobby publication. I actually met them through 
Check Collectors Round Table, in which I have been been quite active. They might 
want to attend, and I will probably be writing them in a few days. 

I’ll do what I can to help you in the project, including correspondence if nec- 
cessary. I’d like to see something like this published. It would be interesting 
to locate a photograph of Heath and perhaps pictures of the locations he was in 
as supporting data in the article. 

I’ve tried to outline a few things that might be incorporated in an article about 
Heath, and I think with the proper approach it could be done. I’d like to hear 
wore about what type of thing you have put together already on this} and if you 
think some of these other sources should be checked.

He was bom in Bow, New Hampshire, in 
1837 and for the last 20 years prior to his death he was engaged in some 
other busines than counterfeit detection and I have no idea what it is. 
Perhaps he owned his home and the real estate records of Revere will show 
to whom his home passed when he died. That might give a clue as to who 
his children were, etc. 

The first thing I would look for, if I were you, would be his 
will or the administration of his estate in the appropriate court. That 
administration will show his family and perhaps give us a further lead 
to find his family. 

All you have to do is tc find something interesting and you 
will be completely hooked. Research is addictive,so be careful. If you 
have any problems as to where to look for records, ask my friend, Thomas 
Kaplan, an attorney, in Boston, and he will guide you.

After a very extensive search of correspondence among General Records 
of the Department of the Treasury (Record Group 56) we have been 
unable to find data on the Secretary's order to Laban Heath to dis¬ 
continue the use of cuts of United States securities in his "Counter¬ 
feit Detector." 

We have found, however, a six-page file containing letters of 
September 3, 1866, and January 12, 1867, from Heath to the Secretary 
of the Treasury requesting permission to use the cuts and to order 
additional ones. Enclosed with these letters is an order dated 
September 4, 1866, from the Secretary of the Treasury to the Presi¬ 
dent of the Continental Bank Note Company instructing him to print 
the items requested by Heath. Enclosed are electrostatic copies of 
these files, together with a bill for $1.00 and an envelope for your 
convenience in remitting the money. 

Also in the same record group is a four-page letter dated July l4, 
1866, from the Continental Bank Note Company to the Secretary of the 
Treasury furnishing him with their views on the propriety of granting 
Heath's request for the cuts.

A copy of your letter of January 14 relating to Treasury Department 
communications and orders affecting Laban Heath was referred to us 
for reply concerning records of the United States Secret Service 
in our custody. 

We examined the Secret Service’s registers of letters received and 
sent for the years 1 & 63 - 77 * and the register of letters referred 
to the Service from the Secretary of the Treasury and others, IS 63 - 
69 > and found a total of three Heath items in them. We found no 
Heath entry in the Register of Letters Referred, but in the Registers 
of Letters Received we found an entry for a letter dated March 1, I &67 
from Heath requesting specimens of counterfeit currency. 

In the Registers of Letters sent we found an entry for a letter sent 
to Heath dated September 25 > 1&75> declining to furnish him counter¬ 
feit money, and one for a letter to him dated September 5> IS 76 , 
concerning an article for his "new book.” There is a gap in the 
Registers of Letters Sent for the period from May 11, I &69 to 
October 1, IS 74 . 

Most of the early correspondence of the Service is no longer 
extant, including the letter received from and copies of the 
letters sent to Heath described above.

Regarding Heath's counterfeit detectors, I have seen a number of these, 
but only own three at present. In my quick judgment, they fall into three 
categories. The first is pre-1865, which contain only a few comments 
directly pertinent to Federal currency. The second would be the issues of 
1865 through 1868, which contain impressions of many different counterfeit 
plates of the early Federal notes. The third category is the 1870 - 1878 
group, which contain partial impressions of many genuine plates, but which 
completely lack any counterfeit impression oontaret-. The text of all Heath's 
counterfeit detectors is essentially the same with some containing more 
detail than others. CfwferT. 

Regarding your specific questions, both items you referred to were extruded 
by me from Lynn Glaser's book entitled. Counterfeiting in America, published 
in 1968. The comment regarding the 1727 different counterfeits simply is 
a statement which he made, but did not tie to a specific reference. The 
comment regarding the New York Times report of 18 62 was referenced to 
W. L. Ormsby, "On the Statistics of Counterfeiting; Defects in our Paper 
Currency, " from the papers of the American Geographical and Statistical 
Society (October, 1863), pp. 44-45.

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COUNTERFEITING IN AMERICA 86 

Out of thirteen hundred and eighty-nine banks in the 
United States, only two hundred and fifty-three have es¬ 
caped the attempts at imitation by one or another of the 
many species of frauds. And out of these two hundred and 
fifty-three, at least one hundred and forty-three are not 
worth counterfeiting, so that in round numbers, out of 
1,300 bank note issues, but one hundred are not counter¬ 
feited. The rule is, that the better the bank, the more the 
counterfeits. All the New York City notes are counter¬ 
feited except three, and of these, two are closing institu¬ 
tions, and one does not issue any notes! The only State 
(which has but one bank) whose bank notes are not coun¬ 
terfeited, is Florida. The reason is plainly because the 
genuine notes of the four banks [«c] in that State are all of 
doubtful value. So that in all the seceded States, where the 
paper currency is much depreciated, counterfeiting is un¬ 
profitable. Maryland has only four bank note issues not 
counterfeited out of 33, and of these four, one is at a 
heavy discount. The great State of Massachusetts, with 
her one hundred and eighty-two banks, has only seven 
whose issues are not counterfeited. And yet, Massachusetts 
is the only State where there is an association for the 
prevention of counterfeiting! Of the two hundred and 
ninety-five banks in New York State, the issues of only 
forty-five are not counterfeited, or six-sevenths of the 
banks in this State have had their notes counterfeited. 

The paper felt that: 

The road to wealth by such easy though dishonest means, 
presents a temptation which the young, too often, are in¬ 
capable of resisting, and which, in many cases, leads to the 
brothel, the gaming-house and the gallows. The plentiful

I very much appreciated your letter of July 21, and apologize for 
the delay in responding. I am generally rather poor at keeping 
up with correspondence. 

Tou are right that ^he History of Ancient and Modem Coinage is 
not truly a "reprint" but a reissue of separated remainders. I 
used the term in too broad of a sense, '’lie preface makes that 
rather clear. Enclosed are copies of the first 3 pages. The 
1069 copyright statement is printed on the back of the title page, 
and is reset in much smaller type then The American Pond Detector . 
My copy of the 1871 reissue contains pp. 37-66 (Coins and coinage), 
77-79 (Public debt), 80 (Tabular statement), 81-84 (Revenue), 

85-88 (Expenditures), 89-94 (Coinage of the Mint A Branches) all 
of which appear identical to the Bond Detector except that my 
xerox copy lacks pp. 89-90, 


Because my research work in insect taxonomy involves a great deal 
of reliance on literature, I have long been an avid collector of 
antiquarian works dealing with my research specialty. As a coin 
collector I always developed good libraries in maintaining an 
academic level of background interest (over the years I shifted 
from ancient Chinese to modem Chinese to Iranian). Finally in 
1978 I sold everything I had including most of my library to help 
towards the purchase of a small almond orchard. Never being able 
to abandon numismatics, I was entranced by a book offered me by 
Harvey Hurtt in Berkeley with embossed plates (Skelton). Since 
then I have been seriously collecting that type of book and have 
not bought a coin since. Since it seemed to be such unexplored 
territory, I also became very interested in researching the subject 
and thus was bom my first effort, the article in The Asylum . 

Unfortunately the books themselves are quite mute about the remarkable 
plates they contain, A few (Martin A Tr&bner, and Gr&sse) refer to 
"galvano plastic molds" and that is about it. I still have found no 
articles or references which refer to this technique and would be most 
pleased if you should find anything. 


My primary task now is actually finding out what titles exist which 
are illustrated this way. Enclosed is a list of my progress to date 
(there are 3 more I have found which are not metallic colored? by 
Hucher, Leake, and Thomason). If you have seen any others, please 
let me know.

Please forgive my long delay in responding to your letter of Oct. 15. 

T got busy with all sorts of projects and also couldn*t make up my 
mind about the Neweste Mtlnzkunde you offered. The basic problem is 
that too many higher priority books have been coming up which have 
been gobbling up my limited "spending money". 

I eot an 1856 edition of Gr&sse - Handbuch der Alten Numismatik, and 
1851 ed, of Humphrey - Ancient coins & Medals (-with 1 plate only) from 
George’s recent sale. Also George got 2 marvelous items for me at the 
Sotheby sale in Zurich of the Furstenberg library, They are Henze - 
Das Geld Aller Volker which I have been looking for for ages (the copy 
is incomplete with some duplication of fascicles which I may trade at 
some time), and a little pamphlet printed by Ernst Schafer called 
Ludwig I, Kttnig von p ayern und sein Wirken ftir Staat, Wissenschaft und 
Funst, with embossed plates of commemorative thalers. I had never 
heard of this one before. Then comes the joint Kolbe/Spink sale next 
week where I hope to get lots 47, 92 and 258, ^he latter (Lachmann) 
will round out the study of changes in plates thru the years starting 
with Fort in 1851. 

The upshot of this long story is that my funds up until about March 
are already committed so to speak, I am interested in the book you 
offered, but am frank in letting you know that it is low priority, and 
I don*t want to try your patience. You mentioned Paying within one 
year, and I can say that by April or May I could pay you, but this 
seems a long time to ask you to wait, 

I am still trying to figure out the nature of the copy with errata 
sheet. Since the 1851-2 edition lacks the errata sheet and has text 
identical to your 2 volume 1853 set, T can only conclude that the one 
with errata sheet is a later printing in which some errors were made 
when new plates were prepared. Also you mentioned wanting an 1849 
edition. The earliest I know of is 1851 and I would be most interested 
to know the citation for an 1849 edition. The more I get into this 
fascinating area, the more I find I don’t know, and the more new titles 
show up. 

I haven’t made much progress lately in researching the printing techniques, 
but have checked out quite a few books on printing and copies sections relating 
to electrotypes and embossing. Also T have gone thru the Drury reprint of 
"Pibliotheca Numaria" and compiled a list of all Leipzig published books 
since 1801, Eventually I would like to see how far back the Schftfer firm 
goes by checking holdings in the ANS library. I have filled the page so 
I'd better close.

Collector’s Exhibition this weekend at the Community 
Center in Concord. 

The center is at 39 Green St. The exhibition is open 
from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. today and 11 a.m. to 5 p.m. to¬ 
morrow. Admission is 50 cents. In addition, a coin auc¬ 
tion will begin at 7 tonight. 

About 20 exhibitors and 30 dealers will be showing 
and selling such items as stamps, postcards, coins, 
medals, buttons, comic books, “Annie” memorabilia 
and old money. Wester will be one of the exhibitors of 
old money. 

He will be showing what he calls the Governor 
John McLane Collection. Wester bought 25 pieces of 
banking history — most of the pieces were bank rotes 
(paper bills) — at an auction in June. The pieces be¬ 
longed to McLane, who was governor of New Hamp¬ 
shire from 1905 to 1907. 

Wester mounted 11 of the pieces, including eight 
notes from The Concord Bank and the Merrimack 
County Bank in the 1800s, and framed them with a brief 
biography and picture of McLane. 

“This will become part of my Concord collection,” 
he said. When it is complete, he says, he will exhibit it

in local banks. 

Wester says he has notes from all but one of Con¬ 
cord’s banks between 1807, when the city’s first bank 
opened, and the 1860s, when the federal government — 
no longer the individual banks — started issuing the 
paper money. He has exhibited them before, including 
j last year at the Concord library. 

Before the government took over (and guaranteed 
the value of the bills), banks printed and issued their 
own notes. As a Monitor reporter researching banks 
once wrote, “The people’s faith in the bank notes was 
as strong as their faith in a bank’s president, directors 
and small reserve of coins state law required them to 
maintain.” 

If a bank closed — and many did suddenly — its 
notes were worthless. Now, of course, the notes are col¬ 
lector’s items. 

Wester is continually on the lookout. He bought 
notes issued by The Union Bank, which existed in Con¬ 
cord during the 1850s and ’60s, from a man who was re¬ 
wiring a home and found the notes inside a wall. 

Wester glowed when he learned on the McLane col¬ 
lection. 

“The Gov. McLane collection is the second finest 
collection to surface from The Concord Bank, New 
Hampshire’s most prestigious bank,” he said. (The 
Concord Bank became the Merrimack County Bank.) 

What is the finest collection? The one Wester 
bought from a dealer who had purchased it at the 
Upham Walker estate qyction in 1979. The estate con¬ 
tained four generations of possessions from two impor¬ 
tant Concord families, the Uphams and the Walkers. 

“I don’t expect another collection as fine as these 
two ever to surface again,” Wester said. “But then you 
never know.” 
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Coup Leaders To Be Returned To Grenada 


ST. GEORGE’S, Grenada (AP) - Two 
leaders of a violent Marxist coup that 
prompted the American-led invasion soon 
will be handed over to the governor gener¬ 
al, who wants their actions investigated. 

The governor general, Sir Paul Scoon, 
also said he will appoint a non-political 
“government of technocrats” early next 
week to run Grenada until elections, which 
may not be held for a year. 

A U.S. congressional delegation arrived 
today to begin a two-day fact-finding tour 
of this small Caribbean island nation, and 
expelled Soviet bloc and Libyan diplomats 
were headed back to their homelands. 

Charles Gillespie, a State Department 
official based m Grenada, said Deputy 
Prime Minister Bernard Coard and Gen. 
Hudson Austin, leaders of the coup in 
which Prime Minister Maurice Bishop was 
killed on Oct. 19, would be turned over to 
Scoon in a day or two. 

The coup precipitated the U.S.-led inva¬ 
sion of Grenada on Oct. 25. Supporters of 
Bishop, a leftist, said he was ousted by 
government factions who favored an even 
more hardline Marxist policy. 


Coard and Austin were captured last 
weekend after evading U.S. forces for sev¬ 
eral days, and since have been in custody 
on the American helicopter aircraft car¬ 
rier Saipan off the coast, Gillespie said 
yesterday. 

Scoon, who is considered by U.S. offi¬ 
cials to be the legitimate authority in Gre¬ 
nada, has the power to detain people sus¬ 
pected of violating Grenadian law, accord¬ 
ing to State Department officials. He has 
indicated he may try those responsible for 
Bishop’s death. 

Scoon said yesterday an investigative 
commission was needed to exam le events 
in Grenada during the last severe ceks. 

“The Grenadian people must know exac¬ 
tly why a prime minister could be killed 
under house arrest and why a prime min¬ 
ister was killed in the presence of his peo¬ 
ple,” he said. 

Scoon said he will appoint a transitional 
government by next Tuesday or Wednes¬ 
day — “certainly not later. ” 

“We are not having politicians on this 
government,” he said. “We will have a 
government of technocrats. I am looking 


for Grenadians of ability, integrity, knowl¬ 
edge and skill.” 

He said elections may not be held until 
this time next year because it could take 
that long to set up a bureaucracy to over¬ 
see voter registration and balloting. 

The elections would be open to all politi¬ 
cal groups. “Any Grenadian, as long as he 
does not have a criminal record, will be al¬ 
lowed to take part,” Scoon said. “We are 
going to go directly according to our con¬ 
stitution.” 

Grenada, a former British colony and 
still part of the British Commonwealth, 
has had only one election since it became 
an independent nation in 1974. Sir Eric 
Gairy, elected prime minister in 1976, was 
ousted in 1979 by Bishop’s New Jewel 
Movement in a bloodless coup. 

Sixteen Libyans, including four diplo¬ 
mats, flew from Grenada to London 
aboard a U.S. military plane yesterday. 
They were the first diplomats to leave the 
island since Scoon on Tuesday ordered the 
Soviet and Libyan embassies here closed 
and said Cuba could keep only one person 
at its embassy. 


The Soviets had prepared to leave, U.S. 
military transport officials said in Barba¬ 
dos. But the details of their departure were 
not disclosed. 

Also, 37 Cubans remained under house 
arrest in their embassy, refusing to leave 
Grenada until their estimated 600 country¬ 
men being held prisoner are released, too. 

Gillespie said officials hoped the Cuban 
prisoners would be evacuated this week¬ 
end. In Havana, it was reported that a 
British ship is heading for Grenada to re¬ 
turn the prisoners to Cuba. The U.S, al¬ 
ready has repatriated 57 wounded Cubans 
and 10 Cuban medical personnel. 

About 1,800 members of the Army’s 82nd 
Airborne Division were being flown back 
to Fort Bragg, N.C., today as a group of 
U.S. congressmen flew in from Washing¬ 
ton for a fact-finding tour. 

The White House said there were 5,980 
U.S. troops on Grenada yesterday. Some 
700 army rangers and 1,900 Marines in the 
original invasion force already had de¬ 
parted. 


Reagan Attends Service For Soldiers

CHERRY POINT, N.C. (AP) - Presi¬ 
dent Reagan, who came to this Marine air 
base to honor American servicemen killed 
in Lebanon and Grenada, said today he is 
prepared to use force again “to prevent 
humankind from drowning in a sea of 
tyranny.” 

America’s responsibility to preserve and 
pass on liberty “is not without cost,” Rea¬ 
gan told Marines and their families. “But 
let no terrorist question our will, no tyrant 
doubt our resolve. Americans have cour¬ 
age and determination, and we must not 
and will not be intimidated — by anyone, 
anywhere.” 

Before delivering his brief address at 
the Cherry Point Marine Corps Air Sta¬ 
tion, Reagan and his wife, Nancy, at¬ 
tended a memorial service for the dead 
servicemen at nearby Camp Lejeune, a 
short helicopter trip away. Joining them 
were the ambassadors of Lebanon and the 
United States’ European partners in the 
international peacekeeping force in Bei¬ 
rut. 

Camp Lejeune is the home base of the 
24th Marine Amphibious Unit, which 
counted among its members nearly all the 


“I came here today to pay homage to the 
heroes of Lebanon and Grenada,” Reagan 
said. “We grieve along with the families of 
these brave, proud Americans who have 
given their lives for their country and for 
the preservation of peace. ” 

But he warned, “If this country is to re¬ 
main a force for good in the world, we will 
face times like these, times of sadness and 
loss. But, in such times we must draw to¬ 
gether and console ourselves with the un¬ 
derstanding that our country stands tall 
among nations and is carrying a heavy 
responsibility.” 

“America seeks no new territory,” Rea¬ 
gan insisted, “nor do we wish to dominate 
others. Yet we commit our resources and 
risk the lives of those in our armed forces 
to rescue others from bloodshed and tur¬ 
moil and to prevent humankind from 
drowning in a sea of tyranny. ’ ’ 

Defending his decision to send Marines 
and paratroopers into Grenada last week, 
Reagan said, “With 1,000 Americans, in¬ 
cluding 800 students, on that island, we 
weren’t about to wait for the Iran crisis to 
repeat itself,” a reference to the seizure of 
American Embassy personnel in Tehran 


he announced it, he insisted today, “This 
was no invasion; it was a rescue mission. ’ ’ 

He added, “Our brave Marines, soldiers 
and special forces — including the truly 
gallant Navy seals — were not just coming 
to the aid of our students. I hope every 
American will be able to hear the stories of 
the political prisoners who have been 
freed” following the overthrow of the left¬ 
ist military council that had seized power 
in Grenada. 

“Our hearts go out to the families of 
brave men we honor today,” Reagan said. 
“Let us close ranks with them in tribute to 
our fallen heroes, their loved ones, who 
gave more than can ever be repaid. They 
now are part of the soul of this great coun¬ 
try and will live as long as our liberty 
shines as a beacon of hope to all those who 
long for freedom and a better world. ” 

The dead from the Beirut explosion, as 
well as the bodies of the 18 Americans 
killed in last week’s invasion of the Carib¬ 
bean island of Grenada, still are being fer¬ 
ried back to the United States and re- 
tumed to their hometowns for burial. More 


The head of the civil defense unit here 
said more than 20 men were rescued alive. 
About five bodies were seen being re¬ 
moved, some of them civilians. 

Timur Goksel, spokesman for the U.N. 
Interim Forces in Lebanon, said shortly 
after the blast that he knew of 10 civilians 
and four Lebanese soldiers wounded. 

U.S. Undersecretary of State Lawrence 
Eagleburger, who was in Israel when the 
blast occurred, said, “Israel has our deep¬ 
est sympathy and concolences. It is an 
event which we have experienced our¬ 
selves very recently ' ’ 

Israeli hospitals in northern Israel went 
on an emergency footing as helicopters 
flew in the wounded. Sophisticated rescue 
equipment developed after the collapse of 
an army building in Tyre a year ago was 
rushed to the scene. It included trained 
dogs and inflatable mattresses to lift 
heavy debris. 

Last year’s building collapse, which 
killed 76 Israelis and 14 Lebanese, was 
ruled to be an accident caused by an explo¬ 
sion of leaking gas. 

The army placed Tyre, a Mediterranean 
town of 40,000, under a three-day curfew 
and closed the bridges across the Awali

It was a pleasure to hear from you recently about your 
research on the Heath Counterfeit Detectors. I have filled 
out forms for the small but choice selection which I have 
put together. At present, I do not have time to list sep¬ 
arately the specific content of each plate except a few 
places where I made notes. If really necessary, I could 
complete the task, but I no not think that I have anything 
unusual on the plates. 

I have a great deal of research underway on George W.

The enclosures you sent did add 
to my data. 

As to Casilear (either of them) I have only modest knowledge. Have you 
checked the Essay Proof Journal? If you have not, I will. I have checked 
the Scrapbook Index and the Numismatist indices. I will check the American 
Numismatic Society card catalog and enclose anything I find. 

I will contact Rozycki and send him forms to fill in. 

My telephone at home is 314-727-0850. At the office it is 314-331-6540. 

The Heath pamphlet you referrred to is advertised from about 1873 to 
1887. I think it is his description of various U. S. issues outstanding 
in 1869. I enclose a photocopy of key pages. It is rare. It probably 
did not sell well because there was nothing worth while in it. It is 
red and black print. 

Beazell did write a pamphlet and people tore out the plate. I have a 
pamphlet with the plate removed. Two others I know have the plate and 
no pamphlet. I need the plate to paste into mine. Would you like to 
exchange your 17th Thous. with the plate for a late pocket edition, 
assuming I can remove the plate without damage to either. 

I do not know of M. W. Johnson, but Heath had to have a Boston assistant 
as he was in Washington often. 

The Bond Detector is popular and scarce. If you want the one personally, 
let me know and I will inquire. 

The folded counterfeits in pocket editions of Heath are only in the middle 
group of the third edition. Thus, they are not plentiful, but should 
not be considered rare. 

The fractional currency patent model is a tin box with separate compartments 
for paper postage currency and for postage stamps. 

The thick paper Heath advertisement is only in the 1866 copyrighted and 
1867 copyrighted banking house second editions. A new engraving (differing 
from the paste in of the pocket type) was made with new text on the lower

portion and it had a plate number put on. This was for the banking editions 
and I believe the plate number was an error. This error was corrected 
at first by punching a hole through the card, but the plate number was 
polished off the plate for the later printing of the second editions 
of the banking house size. 

The Hoag patent was used by Fairbanks and I have a scale of that type 
with only one balancing bar, not two as shown in the patent. 

I am sure you realize how complex this Heath matter is. It's fun. 

I hope I have been helpful.
